7698 was distriba*ed in dividends, so 
that the cagita! of the company was 
returned twice over in eight years, and 
the claim is likely to hold out' at the 
same rate for many years to come. 

The prntanns of the dredge are 90. ft. 
long with a beam of 27 ft. ie ladder 
is 63 ft. long, cagnble of going down a 
depth of 40 ft, or in a pinch, 45 ft.
